May Become a Law. 


The house committee in whose hands 


Kepreaentative 
Ed. 
O'Connell'a bill 


amending the Australian ballot law has 
been placed has reported the measure 
favorably, and it will in all probability 
jeoome a law. This bill dispenses with 
all squares before the names of candi- 
dates on the ballot. A circle is placed 
at the head of the ticket instead of jast 
before the name of each party. A person 
desiring to vote must mark the circle at 
the head of the ticket whioh he desires 
to vote, but if there is any person on the 
ticket he has marked, for whom he <Joes 
not wish to vote, he can ecratcb out 
that person's name in the old-fashioned 
way. 
If the voter wishes he can write 


in the name of any person he desires in 
place of the name scratched out. 
No 


person shall be counted as having been 
voted for unless his name is written or 
printed in the column under the marked 
circle.

Important CaBes. 


The right of organized labor to declare 


a general strike will most certainly be 
passed upon by the Unitei States 
supreme court in the near future. 
In 


the Ann Arbor case the United States 
district court has held that Chief Arthur 
is probably liable for damages as the 
result of his order, to the locomotive 
engineers of a road, to refuse to haul the 
freight of another road. A United States 
circuit judge, in the south, has held that 
the general strike in New Orleans is in 
restraint of trade, and those who gave 
the orders for the strike would be liable 
for damages resulting to trade and 
property, from the strike, while another 
United States judge in the south, where 
the officers of a rond refused to hear what 
the representatives of the labor organiza- 
tions employed by the company had to 
say in aelation to a proposed scale of 
wagep, has ordered the officers of the 
road to appear before the court and give 
reasons why they should not be required 
by the court to make a contract with the 
men that a strike may be averted. These 
oases cover the entire question of the 
rights of organized labor, and the rights 
of those who employ labor, and will be of 
great interest to the whole people as well 
as those directly concerned.

This afternoon Officer Brookwsy, on 


an order from Bloomington, arrested a 
young man named Harlow Walker, and 
put Lim behind the bare in the county 
jail. The prisoner is 18 years of age and 
is s son of John Walker, whose farm is 
near Rea's bridge, nine miles northeast 
ot Deoatnr. The officers do not know 
why young Walker is wanted at Bloom- 
ington. The sheriff of the oounty had 
written to Marshal Mason, stating simply 
that he had a capias for Walker, and 
that he should be arrested on sight. 
He was seen in the city this after- 
noon and Brookway took him in. 


On the way to the county jail Harlow 


saw bis father in a store and he accom- 
panied his eon to the prison. Mr. Walker 
was nut greatly worried over the case. 
He knew that his son was in no serious 
trouble. Barlow's arrest grows out of a 
difficulty he bad in Bloomirjgton with 
two young rocghs last year, when he was 
there in the employ of Partridge, the 
horseman. There was a girl in the caee. 
Harlow found special favor in the heart 
of the young lady, and his rivals waylaid 
him one dark night on his way to his 
room. A young man was with Harlow 
at the time, and both 
young men 


being assaulted bed to fight in self de- 
fense. In the fight in the street brick- 
bats were thrown and the toughs got 
the worst of it, One of them was badly 
hurt, and it took some time for him to 
recover, 
Harlow and his companion 


were indicted, and both were in jail at 
Bloomington for a tinw. Harlow's father 
went to Bloomington and put up $200 
cash bail with Joe Means, the grocer, to 
secure the release ot hi* son, whose case 
was continued. He was told that he 
would be informed when the caee would 
be called up for trial, but he got no word 
about it. All the time since the Bloom- 
ington scrape Harlow has been at his 
home, and was to have gone to plowing 
to-morrow morning. It is believed that 
a forfeiture has baen taken on the bond, 
and that the Sheriff is eimply looking for 
Harlow to have him stand trial m court 
for assault with a deadly weapon. 


It is expected that an officer will come 


down from Bloomington this evening or 
tc-morrow to take Harlow to Blooming- 
ton.

got off with a light sentence.

NEW YORK, March 25.—Col. Elliott 


Fitch Shepard, editor of the Mail and 
Express, died suddenly yesterday after- 
noon at his home, S West Fifty-second 
street. 
His death followed the ad- 


ministration of ether by Dr. Charles 
MeBurney and the family physician, 
Dr. J. \V. McLane, who were about to 
make an examination 
to ascertain 


whether the suspicion that he was suf- 
fering from stone in the bladder was 
correct. Col. Shephard had been in 
(food health, but nearly a month ago 
he noticed symptoms that led him to 
believe that he had stone in the blad- 
der. He let it go and did not consult a 
physician xintil a week ago, when ho 
went to Dr. McLane and told him of 
his suspicions. The doctor confirmed 
them and advised him to at least sub- 
mit to an examination, and to undergo 
an operation should it be deemed nec- 
essary. The colonel agreed to this, 
and yesterday was decided on for the 
examination. 


Up to yesterday morning Col. Shep- 


ard had attended to his business in the 
usual way. He was at his office every 
day. Noonc knew o£ the contemplated 
operation. Wheuhe v%ent home Thurs- 
day evening he merely told his mana- 
ger, E. B. De Freece, that he probably 
would not be down on Friday, but that 
he could be there on Saturday after-

Yesterday morning before 9 o'clock, 


prior to the arrival of the doctor, he 
complained of severe pains, and said he 
would go to bed, but first he went to 
the telephone, called up the office of 
the Mail and Express and gave a num- 
ber of instructions about the future con- 
duct of the newspaper in case anything 
should happen to him. As nobody in 
his office knew he was ill the instruc- 
tions caused considerable wonder, but 
as it was never the habit of anyone in 
the office to question anything that 
the colonel did, not even any inquiries 
were made as to what might be the 
matter. 


After telephoning these instruction* 


the colonel laid down awhile. 
The 


distress he suffered left him, and when 
the physicians and nurses came in later 
he was in good spirits. He had induced 
his wife and young daughters Marguer- 
ite and Alice, who were at home, to go 
to Scarboro for the day. His son, El- 
liott. F. Shepard, Jr., was at home. 


About 1 o'clock Col. Shepard said 


that he was ready for the surgeons and 
they, with the nurses, began the work 
of putting him under ether. He had 
inhaled the drug but two or three times 
when tl'e physicians detected danger- 
ous symptoms and stopped the inhala- 
tion. 'Col Shepard sank rapidly, and 
for a timo it was feared that he could 
not be rallied, and powerful restora- 
tives wore administered. 


At the end of an hour's work wi'.h 


oxygen he was restored to partial con- 
sciousness and he con jinueil apparently 
to rally until about 4 o'clock. Then, 
without warning, and for no apparent 
reason, he began rapidly to sink. The 
oxygen was resumed, but it was of no 
avail, and at 4:20 o'clock he died. He 
was unconscious and his death was 
peaceful. 
The cause of death given by 


the physicians was oedema of 
the 


lungs. 


Just before Col. Shepard's death mes- 


sages were sent to Mrs, Shopard an- 
nouncing that he was very low, and 
that he might not live, 
bhe reached 


the house at 6 o'clock. 
Immediate 


friends of the family began arriving 
about 6:30 o'clock. Cornelius Vandor- 
bilt was one of the first to arrive. Dr» 
Hall came about 7 o'clock. 


Col. 
Shepard was a member of Pr. 


Hall's church, rind Wiis an officer there. 
Chauncey M. Depew was the fourth 
or fifth visitor. A string of carriages 
was continuously at the Fifth-avenue 
side of the house all the evening. At 
a late hour no arrangements had been 
made for the funeral.

Edwin D. Morgan who was in 
command ot the departmeut of \olunteers at 
Elmira, N. Y., and aided in org anizing equip 
ping and forwarding to the field nearly 50,000 
troops.

Some Carious Coincidence* la Conneotloa 


With bin Sailing and Discovery. 


Discoveries 
anent the voyage of 


Christopher Columbus in 1492 spem to 
be multiplying every day. All, per- 
chance, may not be equally worthy of 
acceptance, and yet some are remarka- 
bly borne out by history. Jewish 
savants, among others, have diligently 
searched into the circumstances bear- 
ing upon that first voyage of the Geno- 
ese admiral and have brought to light 
Borne 
very 
interesting particulars. 


Among these are evidences that He- 
brews were among the sailors that 
composed the crews of the three ves- 
sels under the direction of Columbus. 
And that this circumstance is not re- 
garded as unlikely is shown by the 
difficulty that Columbus must have ex- 
perienced in persuading even seafaring 
men to venture upon unknown paths 
In the trackless expanse. It is regarded 
as quite reasonable that a few mem* 
bers of that stock which Spain exiled 
during the same period gladly chose to 
Bail on an unknown voyage rather than 
submit to the perils attendant upon 
banishment from the Iberian peninsula. 
That Louis de Torres, a converse, or 
converted Jew, was of the crew of Co- 
lumbus, and that, by reason of his 
knowledge as a linguist, he acted as in- 
terpreter to the expedition and per- 
formed other labors in the newly dis- 
covered continent, abundant testimony 
has already established. 


But more recent researches have 


broxight to light curious coincidences in 
connection with the date of the sailing 
of the ileet from Palos and the date of 
tho first sighting of land at San Salvador 
on this side of the Atlantic. Dr. Moses 
Kayserling, of Budapest, Austria-Hun- 
gary, a Jewish scholar of renown, whose 
studios in the history and literature of 
the ancient race have earned for him a 
deservedly high rank, verifies the as- 
sumption of borne writers that the 3d of 
August, 149,i, and the l'3th of October, 
1493, correspond with special events in 
Israel's history, as do those same dates 
in 1393 correspond with Jewish anni- 
versaries. The argument is as follows: 
The Fast of the Ninth Day of Ab— 
marking the worst disasters in Israel's 
history, the destruction of both Holy 
Temples at Jerusalem (hundreds of 
years after each other), and the disper- 
sion of the Jewish nation—occurred in 
1893, on Thursday, August 3. History 
shows that the exile from Spain also 
happened about the same period of 1493, 
but the later evidences prove that it oc- 
curred on the same identical date and 
day—immediately preceding the sailing 
of Columbus' three ships. * 


What must be considered, however, 


as of equal, if not of still more, impor- 
tance, is the additional discovery that 
the 13th of October, 1493, occurred 
Wednesday, and, as this year, on the 
seventh day of the Jewish fr-ist of tab- 
ernacles, "the day of the great hosau- 
nas," when the Hebrews, with praises 
and hymns, joyfully thanked God for 
His divine protection. Dr. Kayserling 
and others by means of their investiga- 
tions have established it seems beyond 
doubt the correctness of this double 
correspondence of days and dates. 


These discoveries may, indeed, be re- 


garded as remarkable. 
Columbus sets 


Bail just at the period of Israel's suffer- 
ing, to arrive at what was to be, through 
divine providence, the haven of rest for 
the persecuted and the true refuge for 
the oppressed, just at the time when 
the Jewish people throughout their dis- 
persion are declaring amid psalmody 
and thanksgiving their love and de- 
pendence upon Him whose word de- 
termines the destinies of all nations as 
of every individual. 


[*Columbus' diary starts out in these 


words, quoted by Dr. Kayserling: "In 
the same month in which their majes- 
ties issued the edict that all Jews should 
be driven out of the kingdom and ter- 
ritories, in the same month they gave 
me the order to undertake, with suf- 
ficient men, my expedition of discovery 
to the Indies."]—Philadelphia Ledger.

THE ART OF HEALING. 


Progress JHad« In the Ranks of the Modl- 
cal Profession. 


There is a close analogy between th" 


recent history of medical science and 
the modern development of theology. 
In the one case, there has been steady 
progress towards complete harmony 
with the natural laws which govern 
the human body. The other is a record 
of the gradual repudiation of theories 
which are inconsistent with the God- 
given impulses of the human heart 


Co-operation with nature is now the 


cardinal principle of every true physi- 
cian. It is perhaps a libel upon the 
medical profession of the century to in- 
timate that some other rule of practice 
obtained during the earlier decades. 
The recollections ot our grandparents, 
who have told us of the cupping and 
leeching and nauseous dosing which 
formed so large a part of the heroic 
medical treatment of their time, indi- 
cate an arrogant independence of nat- 
ure's aid on the part of the medical men 
of their day which no modern practition- 
er would dare assume. The physician 
of two or three generations ago was a 
man of mystery. His patients and the 
laity in general were for the most part 
kept in ignorance of the weapons which 
he used in combating disease. The 
dreadful and universal calomel is the 
only drug in old practice which we have 
all heard about A conservatism which 
amounted to intolerance fettered the 
profession until within comparatively 
recent years. Some of us think the 
medical world is to-day too slow in the 
recognition of discoveries and new pro- 
cesses; but on the whole I believe thia 
to be an unwise criticism, in view of the 
many disappointments which have com 
In the thorough testing of most prom- 
ising theories. 


We are in the midst of a transition 


period which will mark a great epoch 
in medical progress. 
It is well to dis 


criminate between medicine and sur 
g-ery in making this statement In sur 
gery, the epoch is perhaps fully rounded 
in medicine it is scarcely at its height

Sheriff Edward Phalen of Columbus,

The Ohio sheriff says 
Reynoldsis a regular crook, having served 
two terms in the Ohio penitentiary 
for horse stealing. The first term was 
for three years and the last, term for five 
years. 
Keynolds is now indicted for 


burglary under the habitual criminal act, 
which menus, if he is found guilty, he 
will be sent to the penitentiary for life 
Sheriff Phalen will leave for Columbus 
to-night with hia prisoner. 


The sheriff states that he might never 


have heard of Reynolds again had it not 
been for a letter the son of the prisoner's 
wife had written to a young man in Co- 
lumbus. In that letter it was stated 
ihat Ben was now doing pretty well in 
Deoatnr; he was regarded as an exem- 
plary citizen and was then serving in the 
circuit court as a juror in a civil case. 
The letter fell into the hands of the offi- 
cers. They thought they had located 
their man, and procuring a photograph 
ot Reynolds from the penitentiary they 
torwarded it immediately to Marsha 
Mason. The result was the arrest of 
Keynolds by Officers Imboden and Leech 
as related a few days ago. Referring to 
the prisoner's wife, Phalan states that 
she is crooked, that she has lived in Col- 
umbus where she kept a boarding house 
which he alleges WBB a fence and a resort 
for thieves and thugs. 


The Planet Mills Insurance. 


The loss on the Litohfield flour mill 


and wheat elevators, owned by the firm 
of Kehler Bros., is in some respects not 
as heavy as was at first believed. The 
30,000 barrels of flour in the warehouse 
are not injured, although the building 
itself is seriously damaged. An examina- 
tion of the books shows that the amount 
of wheat in the elevators was between 
100,000 and 130,000 bushels. There were 
from 5,000 to 8,000 barrels of floor de- 
stioyed, and empty sacks and barrels 
valued at 85,000. The insurance on the 
mill and machinery aggregated 81el,000, 
on the stock in the old elevator, $30,250;

The State Fair Bill.

At Springfield yesterday at th» session 


of the Committee on Agriculture, the 
state Fair question was taken up. The 
bill reported by Representative McCon- 
nell, of Bloomiogton, was finally report- 
ed after striking out Bloomington, leav- 
ing the location blank. 


Three bills had been introduced on the 


state fair matter. The first was Mr. 
O'Connell's, the Bloomington representa- 
tive, and this came up first on account of 
its priority of introduction. It located 
the fair at Bloomington. A few days 
afterward Representative Clark, ot 
ria, introduced a similar bill, locating the 
fair ,LBt Peoiia, and later Decatur and 
Aurora were added to the list of oontest- 
Bnts. 


The bill which was reported to the 


House, with the recommendation that 
pass, provides for the permanent location 
of the state fair at some place to be de 
cided on by the Legislature, and appro 
priates 8150,000, or as much thereof as 
may be necessary to pay the expenses of 
putting up the buildings and preparing 
the grounds. 
It is provided that no 


part of this is to be paid until the city 
receiving the location executes a war- 
ranty deed to the State of Illinois for 
not less than 120 acres of land adapted 
for the purposes of a Fair, and assur- 
ances are required that the railroads 
centering in the city will not charge to 
exceed one-half the regular fare .to and 
from the State Fair, 


SWEET POTATOES. 


A Pointer from a Gardener ot LOUR

Under this treat ment the 
potatoes themselves remain firm and in 
prime condition lunger than if stored in 
a natural condition. The treatment does 
not injure the tubers for use; on the con- 
trary it improves them, But, it kills 
their life-giving .'properties, and planted, 
they simply rot in the ground. 


"The lose of the purchase mcney.wbile 


it may be considerable, is oily a sec- 
ondary one. The man who innocently 
plants those doctored potatoes will lik»ly 
wait and watch and watch an 1 wait for 
them to come up through th<> manured 
and otherwise prepared ground until it is 
too late to plant good seed. 


"I have made this discovery, and may 


be others have—this discovery of limed 
and salted potatoes—but tie general 
potato-planting public don't know it, and 
you'll serve them a turn that mil be ap- 
preciated if you call attention to it." 


Test the Seed corn. 


Trials at the Illinois Agricultural Ex- 


periment station ehow that the corn 
grown on the University farms, at Cham- 
paign, last year, has less vitality than 
corn kept under like conditions any year 
for the last ten. Early maturing va- 
rieties Bhow nearly perfect vitality, but 
cot more than 80 to 85 per cent, of the 
kernels of medium maturing varieties 
germinated under conditions more fa- 
vorable than ordinarily met with in field 
planting. 
If desired, the experiment 


station will test and report upon the vi- 
tality of corn sent it. Send by mail 
from 50 to 100 kernels, selecting them 
from BS n any ears, if this can conve- 
niently be done, with name and address 
of sender. Home testing by farmers is 
not difficult. It is more than usually 
mportant this spring that all seed be 
tested before planting.

the importance of the fall in Irish se- 
curities, which, he said, doubtless arose 
from the fact that the majority of the 
property-owning classes in Ireland were 
opposed to home rule. Mr. Gladstone 
disputed the allegation that historical 
jealousy existed between the members 
of the different religions In Ireland, and 
he denied that racial divisions would 
prevent unity under one local govern- 
ment. Mr. Gladstone referred to the

PABIS, Tex., March 
29.— The ex- 


pected conflict at Antlers between the 
militia force of Gov. Jones and the citi- 
zens, headed by V. M. Locke, came to 
pass yesterday. Early in the morning, 
the militia having learned that the 
Locke party had withdrawn from the 
town, swooped down in force and made 
vigorous search for the men they al- 
leged they wanted. They surrounded 
Locke's house, but kept carefully un- 
der cover until Mrs. Locke, in answer 
to repeated calls, came out. They told 
her to tell Locke to oome out, and 
•when she told them that he was not at 
home, they rushed on the house and 
subjected it to a thorough search. 


After a while they left and returned 


to their camp. Here they were visited 
by your correspondent with Assistant- 
Attorney Lowe 
and 
Commissioners 


Patrick and Gibbons, who notified the 
Indian officers that they would be held 
responsible for any violation of the 
law and demanded to know if they 
had processes for any parties and if so 
for whom. 


On the show-down it appeared that 


they had process only for one, Willis 
Jones, who had not been discovered for 
two months, and they were so told. 
The day before they had presented a 
list of seven or eight, including Locke, 
for whom they claimed to have pro- 
cess. 


Returning to Antlers, Locke and five 


or six friends were found there. He 
T 


had returned from his cump east of effects of dirt. 
Kiamaetia to make another effort for 
peace, and upon learning that the 
militia only had warrants for Jones, 
became more than ever satisfied that 
they were seeking an excuse to kill 
him. 
After 
consxilting the United 


States officers he wrote out a proposal 
agreeing to surrender if those officers 
cc-rild show a warrant properly made 
out. 


Soon after the party had left the 


militia camp in the morning 
Capt. 


Durant placed the command in charge 
of Capt. Thompson, his junior officer, 
and went to see the county judge. 
Locke's proposal was submitted to 
Capt. Durant, an adherent of Jones, 
who said it covered the Choctaw law 
exactly, and a United Pi-ess corre- 
spondent, with Commissioners Patrick 
and Gibbons and Capt. Durant, de- 
parted with it for the camp, south of 
town. We met about ninety of tha 
militia, led by G. W. Dukes, coming on 
a run. An effort we,s made to halt 
them, but 
without effect. 
Calling 


that Locke was in town unarmed, one 
of the 
party dropped out 
of the 


pack and started for town to warn him, 
but was promptly halted by Dukes antl 
ordered back. Lock was just starting 
from his house up town when Mrs. 
Locke saw the militia coming and 
called him back. 
He had only four In- 


dians and a negro in 'the house. Our 
party hurried back and reached a 
corner of Locke's place 500 yards from 
his house as the militia charged the 
place, firing into the house as they 
came. 


Locke called to them to let the woman 


and children go, bnt a steady roar from 
seventy-eight Winchesters was the only 
reply. 


Several of the militia stopped with 


us, saying they were not on that sort 
of service. The attacking party clung 
to the fences and trees, and hugged the 
ground, which sloped down from the 
house. 
We could see over the whole 


ground. The militia centered their fire 
on the east wing "and soon riddled it, 
smashing out every window, and after 
the fight it did not look as though a 
sparrow could have lived in the house. 
Bowls, pitchers, mirrors and pictures, 
walls and furniture were torn and rid- 
dled by the leaden hail. 


Locke and his five men returned the 


fire steadily. 
Mrs. Locke and the chil- 


dren had ran at the beginning and 
made their way to neighbors, being 
fired at repeatedly, but escaped unin- 
jured. When about 1,500 shots had 
been fired Capt. Thompson arrived and 
as quick as possible called off his men 
who had been urged into the trouble 
uy Dukes. One of the militia was mor- 
tally wounded and four others re- 
ceived serious wounds. Two Indians 
and a negro of the Locke faction were 
wounded, but they will probably re- 
cover. 


The militia were warned that if they 


mads an attack upon Locke without 
provocation and unsupported by legal 
warrant they would come in conflict 
with the United States laws, as Lock« 
had frequently served in the marshal's 
posse, and was entitled to protection. 
Commissioner Patrick at once issued 
warrants, and Commissioner Gibbon! 
ami a single deputy began to make ar- 
rests, beginning with Dukes, and he 
and eighteen others are now in jail. 


The probabilities are that Locke's 


people at Kiamaetia, on hearing of the 
fight, will svoop in turn on the militia 
and clean it up. Locke will endeavor 
to prevent any attack by his people, 
but may not be able to control them. 


In Locke's house 
the three men 


wounded were Mack Hill, shot through 
the shoulder; John Worcester and Sol- 
omon Hosruer, shot in the head. 
Of the 


militia 
Solomon Batiste 
was shot 


through the arm and iu the side, and is 
mortally wounded. Tho three others 
had flesh wounds. 


Locke's little daughter had her hair 


burned with hsr little sister in her 
arms. Locke had a ball to pass through 
his hat, and his son had a narrow as- 
can?.

Hint to Hog Raisers. 


Washington Special: J. K. Dodge, 


statistician of the Department ot Agri- 
culture, includes in hia monthly report 
the latest official statistics ot the princi- 
pal porops of foreign 
countries. 
The 


present conditions are very favorable. 
The world's wheat crop for 1892 was 
2,347,968,03!) 
bushels—an 
aggregate 


slightly lower than the preliminary es- 
timates of 18U1. The report says: 


In Great Britain the most striking if 


not important change indicated by the 
returns of 1892 is the great reduction in 
the stock of live hogs. The decrease in 
the totals in Greet Britain is over a mil- 
lion head. The shortage in Ireland is 
estimated at 1,200,000 head, The abnor- 
mally high price o£ bacon and pork, as 
contrasted with other meats, will, it is 
thought, greatly stimulate hog breeding. 
It is a most note-wonhy fact, well worth 
the consideration of American farmers 
that the hog products that command the 
highest price ia Ecglish markets come 
from countries that are not noted for the 
production of corn, namely, England Ire- 
land and Denmark. 
The quality and 


consequence of the high price of English, 
Irish and Danish bacon is due, first, to 
the feeding ot the hog, and, second, to 
the manner of curing. The finest qual- 
ity of bacon is produced by feeding bar- 
ley, 
rye, wheat, peas, boiled potatoes, 


skimmed milk, buttermilk and whey. 
Tbe hoge should range in weight from 
180 to 220 pounds, and should be long 
and lean, witb well developed hams, 
thick straight bellies, and the fat on the 
book should not exceed one and one-half 
inches in thickneES. The shoulders, sides 
and hams are oared in one piece. 
The 


over-fat oqrn-fed hogs does not make the 
finest bacon and does not bring the high- 
est price. By attention to these requis- 
ites the Danish farmers bave increased 
their sales of banon in England from 
4,000,000 pounds in 1881 to abont 200,000- 
000 pounds in 1892, and the price has 
steadily increased.

Democrats and Honest Soldiers. 
It is very refreshing, if not reraark&ble, 


tt, hear the Democratic leaders talk about 
tbe honest soldiers and an honorable 
pension roll, and berating deserters and 
those soldiers who were not exposed to 
the enemy's fire. There was a time when 
deserters and dishonest soldiers were the 
most popular with the majority of these 
same Democratic leaders. It was with 
reference to that class of Democrats that 
Lincoln once said: "Must I shoot a sim- 
ple-minded soldier boy for desertion, and 
not touch a hair of the wily traitor's head 
who induces him to desert?" But this 
is the history of the Democratic leaders. 
After simple-minded people have acted 
upon bad Democratic advice, sooner or 
later, the same Democrats who gave the 
bad advice kick those who followed it. 


These Deserters. 


We are not stuck on deserters from 


the federal army during the civil war. 
But it is true that many a soldier was 
recorded on the rolls aa a deserter who 
was induced to desert daring the war bj 
having his feelings worked upon bj 
those who were not in sympathy with 
the Union cause. It is also true that 
President Lincoln on two occasions, by 
proclamation, gave these deserters an 
opportunity to purge themselves, in a 
legal sense, o( the charge of desertion, 
jy reluming to the army. It is true 
ihat many thousands ot these unfortu- 
nate fellows, having dissevered their 
mistake, took advantage of the opportu- 
nity given them by the kind-hearted 
Lincoln, returned to their commands, 
teoause good soldiers, and many of 
ihem died from disease, were killed in 
battle or were maimed for life, 


Thousands of these soldiers, since the 


war, have been granted pensions, and are 
now on the pension rolls. Every one of 
them is there legally, and in justice 
should not be discriminated against. 
There are no deserters on the pension 
rolls who were carried on the muster 
rolls as deserters and whose disabilities 
have not been removed, and yet in spite 
ot this fact certain designing leaders 
are continually asserting that deserters 
are carried on the pension rolls. The 
statement is false, and is only intended 
for use in creating a prejudice in the 
public mind against the pension system. 


That these charges are not prompted 


by patriotic motives lies in the fact that 
many of thoae leaders, who are now cry- 
ing ont againsi deserting, at the time 
these soldiers were guilty of desertion, 
encouraged them in violating their honor 
as soldiers. It is also true that there are 
a class of deserters on the pension rolls 
now against whom these so-called "pen- 
sion roll reformers" have not a word of 
complaint to offer. In fact some of them 
themselves are among the howlers for 
pension reform. These deserters are on 
the Mexican War pension roll. They 
are men who were educated at the ex- 
pense of the federal government, and 
held commissions in the federal army. 
Men had sworn to be loyal to it, and to 
defend it to the best of their ability, but 
who, in spite of their obligation to the 
government, and their oaths, deserted 
tbe federal army in 1861, in the time of 
the nation's peril, and took up arms 
against the federal government and tried 
to destroy it. Yet in spite of all this, 
they have been placed on the pension 
roll since they deserted the government 
and the army. 


These pension roll reformers, who are 


crying about deserters on the pension 
rolls who deserted from the Union army, 
but who subsequently hud their disabili- 
ties removed, would at least show some 
consistency were they to turn their at- 
tention to this aristocratic class of de- 
serters and let up on the Union soldier 
whs deserted when he ought to ha\a 
remained in the front fighting tbe fellows 
who owed the government, by contract 
and by oath, their services, and yet not 
only deserted it but were trying to de- 
stroy it. If war is to be made on the 
deserters, let it begin at the kid-gloved 
fellow, and not on the poor, indigent 
unfortunate, private Union soldier.

ment 
This paper evidently labors un- 


der a misapprehension of taote 
Judge 


Ricks very distinctly and clearly bases 
us opmiou on the peculiar relation rail- 
roads as common carriers bear to the 
general public, which is an entirely dif- 
lerent relation from that which a mann- 
'aotunng establishment bears, and if 
;hat paper were correct as to the posi- 
;ion taken by Judge Ricks, there would 
)e no approach to a parallel in the state- 
ment made by Palmer and the opinion of 
Judge Kicks 


Judge Ricks does not say these rail- 


way employes have no right to quit 
work la faut he plmnly concedes that 
right to them, but he says 


Yon are engaged in a service of a 


public character, and the public is not 
only interested in the manner in which 
you perform your duties while iyon con- 
linue in the service, but is quite as much 
interested in the time and circumstances 
under which you quit that employment 
You can t always choose your own time 
and place for determining the relations 
If you were permitted to do so yon might 
quit your work at the time and place and 
under circumstances which would involve 
irreparable damape to your employer 
and jeopardize the lives of the traveling 
public Your employers owe a high duty 
to the public which they are compelled 
to perform under severe penalty and 
they have in turn a higher claim on you 
and your service than that due from the 
oidmanj employe 


The words m italics show there IB no 


analogy between the case Judge Ricks 
h»d in hand and the matter over which 
Senator Palmer was pettifogging in the 
United States Senate 
The judge is 


very clear in confining his opinion to 
common carriers and their employes, and 
when he says the employe cannot always 
choose his own time and place to quit, 
he w clearly correct. A single example 
will suffice to show the logic of this poei 
tion as applied to railway employes 


A few days ago Special Envoy Blount 


started across the country on his way to

Lack of a Pulpit in Unique 


Fashion. 


Some days ago proposed legislation at 


Springfield by the Democrats, looking to 
crushing ot benevolent societies in the 
state, awakened wide-spread 
protest, 


and in Decatur remonstrances were 
signed against the obnoxious measure. 
To-day, in ths senate and house Senator 
Berry and Representative McKinley 
introduced a bill in regard to fraternal 
insurance societies The bill is said to 
be approved by twenty-four 
fraternal 


societies in the state: 


A fraternal beneficiary society is de- 


clared to be a corporation or association 
formed and organizad and carried on for 
the sole benefit of its members and their 
beneficiaries and not for profit. 
Each 


society shall have a lodge system, with 
ritualistic form of work and representa- 
tive form of government, and shall make 
provision and payment of death benefits, 
and may in addition thereto provide for 
payment of benefits in case of sickness, 
disability, or old age of its members. 
Th< fund from which the payment of 
benefits shall be made and the funds 
from wnioh the expenses of the associa- 
tions shall be defrayed shall be derived 
from assessments or dues collected from 
ite members. Payment of death benefits 
shall only be made to the families as 
blood relations, affianced husband or 
emanoed wife, or to persons dependent 
upon the member; and such benefits 
shall not be willed, assigned, or other- 
wise transferred to any other person. All 
such societies shall be governad by this 
net and shall be exempted from the pro- 
visions of all insurance laws of this state, 
and no law hereafter passed shall apply 
to them unless they be expressly desig- 
nated 
therein. 
All 
such 
societies 


now doing business in Illinois may 
continue such 
business by 
making 


application for such permission 
and 


making annual reports to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts. Societies not now do- 
ing business in this state shall file a cer- 
tified copy of their charter, etc. A fee 
of 810 must accompany the application. 
The Auditor of Pubho Accounts must 
examine into tbe condition, methods, 
books, etc., at the home office of such 
society, at the expense of such society 
the same not to excoed 850 
Yearly re- 


ports must b« made. For the incorpora- 
tion of such societies at least 500 persons 
shall have been examinee' and accepted 
by some reputable physician, and there 
shall be deposited the sum of $2 for oaoh 
81,000 insurance provided for ia the plan 
of organization, as an advance assess- 
ment for mortuary purposes.

lha Resignation oi Dr. F. O. St. Clalr. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Secretary 


Clresham has not yet acted upon the 
resignation of Dr. F. O. St. Clair, as 
chief of the consular bureau of the 
stato department, which the secretary 
requested Saturday. 
Dr. St. Clair was 


at the state department, but still re- 
fused to talk about his case. 


The charge of withholding official 


papers which formed the reported \a.s\a 
for the request for Dr. 8t. Clair's resig- 
nation grows out of the removal from 
office last August of Mr. Johnson, the 
United States consul at Kiel, Germany. 
Dr. St. CUiir suspected or was given in- 
formation that led him to suspect that 
Consul Johnson was not conducting his 
office properly, and he sent a consular 
clerk to Kiel to investigate. A number 
of letters written by the clerk and ad- 
dressed to Dr. St Clair were marked 
"personal." Dr. St. Clair showed them 
to Acting Secretary Whin-ton who ex- 
amined them and then returned them 
to the doctor. 


Some time after this Secretary John 


TV. Foster was placed in possession of 
information derogatory to Consul John- 
son, lie sent for Dr. St. Clair and in- 
formed him of the charges against 
Johnson and the doctor replied that he 
already knew the- circumstances. Mr. 
Foster was surprised, and asked why 
the department had not been informed 
of what the doctor knew. When Dr. 
8t. 
Clair 
arswered that 
his 
in- 


formation was obtained through let- 
ters from the consular clerk, Mr. 
Foster is said 
to 
have demanded 


to sec the letters. At all events they 
were produced, and Mr. Foster decided 
that they were official documents, and 
should not have been treated as per- 
sonal. The letters were then placed 
on file at the department, after Dr. St. 
Clair had received a reprimand from 
Mr. Foster. It is reported that Secre- 
tary Gresham's knowledge of the affair 
came to him through Mr. Foster, and 
that his action in demanding Dr. St. 
Clair's resignation was based on the 
result of inquiries started by what had 
been told him by his predecessor. 


The Charges Against Senator Roach, oi 
North Dakota. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Careful in- 


quiry discloses the fact that the reso- 
lution introduced in the senate yester- 
day looking to the investigation of 
charges against 
Senator Roach, of 


North Dakota, were presented by Sen- 
ator Hoar of his own volition, and not 
as the result of any caucus action. 3t 
is also evident that some republican 
senators do not look with favor upon 
the proposition. They hold that the 
acts of a man before his election as 
senator are not proper for investiga- 
tion, provided they have no connection 
with his election. 


The democratic senators were plainly 


vexed at Mr. Hoar's move, although 
they had timely notice of his intention 
through the medium of the newspapers. 
It is intimated that the democratic 
steering committee will consult upon 
the matter and agree upon the course 
that shall be pursued in the disposition 
of the resolution. But if the opinions 
of the democratic senators arc any in 
tlication, there does not appear to be 
any feasible way to stop th» investiga^ 
tion now. Under the practice of the 
senate any senator can procure an in 
vestigation of any matter that comes 
up. 
Now, if it were proposed to go 


into nn investigation of this kind, it 
might as well be mode sweeping, and 
take in the personal character and an- 
tecedents of every senator on the floor. 


Th» Battle for the Reorganization oi the 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—The intro- 


duction by Senator Gorman in the sen- 
ate yesterday morning of the senate 
caucus resolution providing for a reor- 
ganization of the force of the senate 
officers, means a transfer of the strug- 
gle from secret session to the open seS' 
sions of the senate.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The gold 


exported f-om New York yesterday 
amounted to $500,000, and all of it waa 
taken from the subtreasury. The loss 
of so small an amount does not even 
cause comment in treasury circles, as 
the free gold at the command of the 
treasurer now aggregates more than 
$7,000,000, and the treasury is gaininj 
gold each day in its ordinary business 
transactions. The offers of gold in ex 
change for small notes aiso continues 
very heavy, with the opening of the 
spring trade. The secretary is accept 
ing these as rapidly as possible, select 
ing, however, those that are most ad 
vantageoui. At present there is no 
the slightest doubt in official circlei 
that within the next few months thi 
gol<4 balance in the treasury will be in 
creased to 8118,000,000, or »I5,000,000 of 
free gold, sufficient for all ordinary 
purposes.
